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Excise Police Issue 174 Tickets During Indianapolis 500 Details

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. —Indiana State Excise Police officers working around the
Indianapolis Motor Speedway last month issued 174 tickets to 149 people, most for illegal
possession or consumption of alcohol.

Excise officers worked saturation patrols inside and near the Indianapolis Motor
Speedway, both in plain clothes and in uniform, on qualification days, Carburetion Day
and Race Day. Most arrests were made on Carburetion Day and on the night before the
race along Georgetown Road.
